An awe-stricken group of relatives 
and neighbors watched what some con- 
sidered an effort to bring the dead back 
to life. 

A rubber cap was placed over Mrs. 
Baute’s mouth and nostrils and a tube 
connecting with the cap was fastened 
to the tank containing 400 cubic feet of 
pure oxygen. 

Storage batteries were used to operate 

a pump which forced the oxygen from 
the tank inte the tube. 

The experts listened closely to the 
faint noise of the pump. While this 
was regular and rhythmical, they knew 
that the oxygen was finding ites way 
into the lungs and being “expelled as 
in breathing. When. it was irregular 
and jerky the oxygen was escaping from 
under the cap and was doing no good. 

For a few minutes after the motor 
intermittent. 
Then it. settled Gown to a steady hum 
and hope began to rise. Mrs. Baute 
still retained sufficient. vitality te ab- 
sorb ‘the oxygen. 

Slight Movement Seen. 

After an hour and_a halfgof steady 
pumping there: was @ light movement 
which told of returning consciousness. 
A few minutes later Mrs. Baute moaned. 
The oxygen was nearly all gone. Again 
there was a low and plaintive moan. 

When the 400 cubic feet of oxygen had 
been used the motor was stopped, and 
the rubber cap was remoyed. A slight 
movement of the lips and nostrils was 
noted, showing that Mrs. Baute was 
breathing. 

“I belfeve the pulmotor has done ite 
work,”’ said Dr. Gilbert. “There is now 
a fair chance that Mrs. Baute will re- 
cover. There is no occaé#ion to further 
tontinue the use of the pulmotor. 

Dr. Gilbert says that pneumonia is 
the gravest danger now to be feared 
and that even though Mrs. Baute may 
regain her power of breathing she will 
not be out of danger for at least tw» 
weeks.

Sept. 24.—Germany’s most brilliant diplo- 
mat, Baron Adolph Marschall von Bie- 
berstein, die@ here today after a short 
illness. 

The Baron, who had occupied the posi- 
tion of German Ambassador in London 
only since May this year, had come here 
to take a course of alkaline water treat- 
ment and was in comparatively good 
health until a week ago. Then he sud- 
denly fell ill and rapidly became worse. 

The Baron had suffered from an at- 
tack of influenza earlier in the year and 
his death is attributed to the after ef- 
fects of that malady and to his stren- 
uous work in London since his appoint- 
ment. 

The Baron, who was a native of Ba- 
den, was 70 years old. 


BERLIN, Sept. 24.—The German Am- 
bassador at Washington, Count von 
Bernstorff, has been mentioned unoffi- 
Cialiy in diplomatic circles as the pos- 
sible successor to the late Baron Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein, as German Am- 
bassador in London. 

Count von Bernstorff is reputed to be 
an ardent advocate of good Anglo-Ger- 
man relations. 

It had been rumored for some days 
that Baron von Lieberstein contem- 
plated retirement from the diplomatic 
service on account of impaired health. 
It is stated he was suffering from 
kidney and liver ailments. His death, 
which resulted from paralysis of the 
heart, will, it is thought, defer the 
negotiations for the Anglo-German un- 
derstanding which he was said to have 
believed possible.

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TEACHERS VOTING FOR 
THE 10-PAYDAY PLAN 








Supt. Ben Blewett told a_ Post- 
dispatch reporter Tuesday 
public school teachers are voting 
overwhelmingly in favor of a change to 
the 10-pay-days-a-year plan from the 
present eight-pay-day system.

Blewett’s attitude throughout the en- 
tire agitation has been neutral. He has 
neither advocated nor opposed a change. 
He says.he will bring the vote of the 
teachers to the attention of the Board 
of Education.

“This,”’ said Barrows, “would 
be strongly Socialistic and it will be 
opposed by a majority of the com- 
mission, What most of use think 
Missouri needs is a law based upon 
the one in force in New Jersey, which 
is one of the best that has been 
passed. This law makes emplovers 
liable where contributory negligence 
on he part of the omeyer? is 
shown.’

emigrants to reach Western States and 


enable them to establish homes there. 
The time has passed when this 
has any practical application for this 
purpose. Unless some way is found to 
use this money it will gradually be en- 
larged until an immense fortune is tied 
up as a useless ornament on the rec- 
ords of St. Louis. . 
Big Stumbling Block. 
Garesche said that the greacest stum- 
bling block in the way of diverting the 
fund to useful purposes has been the 
City Counselor’s office. He declared 
that no constructive method has even 
been inaugurated to apply the funds to 
a useful charity, but that legal phases 
have heen found to keep the fund intact 
for purposes which do not now exist. 
Police Judge Karl Kimmel, who at- 
tended the conference, suggested that 





the only way the fund could be de- 
verted would be to get the consent 
of the Mullanphy heirs, He said this 
would be a hard task and that the 
heirs would likely contest the diver- 
sion in the court 

Another conference will be held to 
discuss the advisability of diverting 
the fund. The bill introduced by 
Councilman Fletcher provides for an 
appropriation of $10,500 for the es- 
tablishment of a municipal lodging 
house. Other appropriations will be 
required annually to maintain the in- 
stitution.

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Dr. Paul Wal- 
den of Riga, Russia, predicted here 
last night that the next great feat 
of chemistry will be the making of 
eges fram air. Dr. Walden, who is 
president-elect of the Ninth Inter- 
national Congress of Applied Chem- 
istry, to be held in St. Petersburg in 
1915, further predicted that a variety 
of nitrogenous foods will be made 

from the air some day. 

“I consider it practically certain 

that at no distant day we will be 
drawing food supplies from the air,” 
he said. “Prof. Bernthsen of Ger- 
many has already succeeded in mak- 
ing the simple compound of nitro- 
gen and hydrogen. This shows that 
we will be able to make more com- 
plex compounds. An egg is a com- 
plex compound of nitrogen, oxygen, 
sulphur and hydrogen. 
The chemical process of the hen 
will be imitated in the laboratory 
in the undertaking. Formerly we 
were able to do very little with the 
uncombined nitrogen in the atmos- 
phere.

After Hearing Before Shackel- 
ford, Attorney Says There 
Will Be a Reconciliation. 








‘WILL END PROSECUTION.’ 





Hiemenz Declares Ex-Prosecutor 
Will Stop Drinking and Stay 
Out of Politics. 





Roland L. Johnston, former Prose- 
cuting Attorney of St. Louis County, 
declared by Probate Judge Shackel- 
ford at Clayton, Tuesday, to be sane, 


and capable of managing his own af- 
fairs. 

Attorney F. X. Hiemenz, on whose 
motion the former verdict holding 
Johnston insane was reversed, said 
that a reconciliation betweeen John- 
ston and his wife, May C. Johnston, 
would take place at once. 

The court’s action and the reconcil- 
iation will go far toward straighten- 
ing the tangle in which Johnston's 
personal and business affairs have 
become involved in the last few 
months. 

Incidents in Johnston Case, 

Some of the incidents which have late- 
ly centered around Johnston have been: 

The arrest of his stenographer, 
Mildred: Kurtenacker, on a charge of 
larceny, in taking charge of certain 
of his personal effects and deeds to 
property. 

Miss *Kurtenacker’s suit against the 
county officials who, she charges, 
caused her arrest. 

A suit against Fred Essen and 
Johnston’s other - bondsmen, on @ 
charge that he had wrongly admin- 
istered the $10,000 estate of Annie 
Furstenberg. 

The indictment of Miss Kurtenack- 
er and Attorney G, B. Webster of 
‘St. Louis, on charges similar to that 
on which the young woman was ar- 
rested. 

The discovery that Miss Kurtenack- 
er was the chief beneficiary of John- 
ston’s. will. 

“Will End Prosecutions.” 

Attorney Hiemenz said the decisivon 
holding Johnston sane would dispose 
of the Kurtenacker and Webster 
prosecutions. Johnston, he said, is 
ready to testify that Webster an‘i 
Miss Kurtenacker were authorized by 
him, before he was_pronounced insan-, 
to take charge of his effects, and thet 
therefore, they committed no uUnlaw- 
ful act in doing so. 

The records of the Louis Cir- 
cult Court show that Miss Kurte- 
racker’s damage suit has-not been 
dismissed, although William Grodz- 
ki, representing the young woman, 
announced at the courthouse Satur- 
day that.he was dismissing it. It 
was said'‘at the Circuit Clerk’s office 
that the understanding there was 
that it would be dismissed before 
Judge Allen’s Court, to which it is 
assigned, convenes next Tuesday. 

Heimenz said the suit against John- 
ston’s bondsmen probably would not be 
carried farther, and declared it could be 
shown that Johnston had invested the 
Turstenberg estate in land, amply pro- 
tecting all the resources of the estate. 


Calls Procedings a Farce 
He predicted that Johnston aad his 


wife would go back to their county 
home, “The Crags,” that Johnston 
would stop drinking and keep out of 
politics, and that the difficulties would 
gradually subside. 

A new will, he said, will be made by 
Johnston, naming his wife as _ chief 
| beneficiary. 

“The recent proceedings have been a 
farce,”’ said Hiemenz. “During the 
hearings, Johnston and his wife would 
sit at opposite tables and appear as con- 
tending parties, and in the intermis- 
sions they would eat lunch together an4 
talk in the most friendly way.”’ 

Prosecuting Attorney Mills and At- 
torney Hiram Moore: announced their 
withdrawal as Mrs. Johnston's counsel 
Monday, but when the hearing was 
called Tuesday, Mills announced he 
would represent Mrs. Johnston. He said, 
in answer to the Judge’s question, that 
he had no further questions to ask of 
Johnston, and no further proof to offer 
on the question of his sanity. 

The Court then announced the decision 
that Johnston was sane, and asked Mrs. 
Johnston, who has been acting as his 
guardian under the former decision, to 
make a settlement of the affairs of 
her guardianship as soon as possible. 

Johnston declined to make any state- 
ment, saying the Judge's action spoke 
for itself.

The article in the September North American 
Review pointing out the probability of the suc- 
cession to the presidency of James S. Sherman, 
in the event of Wilson’s failing to win a major- 
ity of the electoral college, has brought out ex- 
traordinary responses from the newspapers. 

The majority of newspapers refuse to consider 
such a result as possible. Some base their in- 
credulity on the belief that there will be an elec- 
tion by the people. Others decline to accept the 
possibility of a majority of either the House or 
the Senate permitting Mr. Sherman to become 
President. 

The New York World remarks: “James 5. 
Sherman has no terrors for us. The present Sen- 
ate would not elect him to a doorkeepership.” The 
New York Times refers to Mr. Sherman’s possi: 
ble succession as “the perpetration of the great- 
est joke of this or any other age.” The Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican asserts that “public opin- 
ion would overwhelmingly denounce a deadlock 
that might make Mr. Sherman President.” It de- 
ciares that the House would be compelled to break 
a deadlock which made Sherman a possibility. 
“Public opinion,” {t concludes, “would compel 
such action, especially with the unthinkable al- 
ternative of Sherman confronting the country.” 

James S. Sherman would not be nominated for 
the presidency by any party. His nomination for 
that office would not be considere¢ by any party. 
As a candidate for the presidency on any ticket 
he could not carry one state. He could not win 
enough votes to put him in the running. His sup- 
port would be confined to tariff barons and trust 
magnates. 

Mr. Sherman’s succession to the presidency 
would be regarded as a calamity by four-fifths of 
the American people. 

Yet we are confronted with the possibility of 
the “unthinkable alternative of Sherman.” 

We believe that Gov. Wilson will be: elected. 
More than this, Gov. Wilson is the only candidate 
for the presidency that can be elected. 

The leaders of néither faction of the s.epublican 
party believe tnat their candidate can win a ma- 
jority of the electoral college. Their only hope 
is that Gov. Wilson may fall short of a majority 
and that the election may be thrown into the 
House. The Taft managers hope for a turn of 
fortune which will give Mr. Taft a majority of 
states in the House. 

The Roosevelt leaders hope for a tie in the 
House and Senate which will force a nev’ elec- 
tion in 1913. They feel sure thar the Progressive 
forces would in anotner primary campaign compel 
the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt by the Republic- 
an party. 

But if by any lucky turn of political fortune 
the Republican ticket should be elected, we would 
be confronted with the “unthinkable alternative 
of Sherman,”. If by an unfortunate chance Mr. 
Taft should be disabled, Mr. Sherman would be 
his successor. 

The election of Wilson by the electoral college 
is the only safeguard against the Sherman possi- 
bility. A vote for Vilson is a vote against Sher- 
man and al] electoral confusion or disturbance. 
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The transfer of 36,038 postmasters to the classi- 
fied service might be passed over as due to nat- 
ural expansion in the system divorcing politics 
and postal business, but when St. Loufs offi- 
clals voluntarily give up $4000 jobs for positions 
protected by the civil service paying only half 
as much, the conviction that a charge is coming 
in the appointing power becomes irresistible. 
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FORMALDEHYDE IN MILE. 

Dr. W. P. Cutler, State Pure Food Commission- 
er, declares that in no less than 30 samples of 
milk obtained in St. Louis, he has discovered 
large quantities of formaldehyde. In some enough 
to kill an infant was found. Sale of milk which 
neglect has permitted to become unwholesome 
through natural processes of deterioration is a 
serious enough crime. But the sale of milk into 
which poisons have been deliberately introduced 
by persons who are fully aware of its deadly 
effect on children and invalids is a different and 
vastly graver offense. 

Dr. Cutler is right in his purpose to stop this 
practice of putting the formaldehyde poison in 
the milk. He should have the vigorous co-opera- 
tion of the legal department. The penitentiary is 
the place for milk poisoners.

Land Owner and the Tax Aenmdment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is as demonstrable as any proposition in 
Euclid that the land owner is benefited by ex- 
empting personal property from taxation and 
having the tax placed: directly on the land, 

About 12 years ago Colorado had a tax on mort- 

gages similar to the one which exists in Missouri 
today. The Legislature appointed a committee 
tu investigate the effect of that tax. This com- 
mittee found thatthe United States census report 
of 1900, which was based on the answers which 
the property owners themselves had made to 
the census enumerator, showed that there was 
an indebtedness in Colorado secured by mort- 
gages on real estate of $103,000,000, in round 
numbers. 
- But when they investigated how much of this 
paid taxes in Colorado, in accordance with the 
law, they found that only about $800,000 was as- 
sessed for taxation, and all of this was the prop- 
erty of estates of widows and orphans and other 
dependents in the Probate Court, who could not, 
therefore, escape the tax. All the balance of it 
escaped taxation entirely because the assessors 
found it impossible to discover the real owners. 
The mortgages were invariably made out either 
to nonresident principals in other states or to 
irresponsible dummies who indorsed them with- 
out recourse. 

On. this showing the people of Colorado abol- 
ished this tax on mortgages, and the result was 
that the interest rate the very next year dropped 
from an average of 10 per cent, which it had 
been previously, to an average of 6 per cent. 

It is easy for us to analyze what the real ef- 
fect of that mortgage tax had been in Colorado. 
In spite of the fact that the money lender nearly 
always escaped paying the tax rate of 31-4 per 
cent (which was the rate at that time in Colo- 
redo), nevertheless he charged it to the borrower 
of money just the same, on the theory that by 
some unlucky oversight he might somehow be 
compelled to pay it. Therefore, the borrowers 
of money on real estate in Colorado were paying 
the full tax and a profit besides to the money 
lenders on the full mortgage indebtedness of 
$103,000,000, and the State was only receiving 
in taxes 31-4 per cent on $800,000 ($26,000). 

In other words, the real estate owners of Colo- 
rado were paying $4,120,000 a year extra interest 
over and above what they should have paid for 
the blessed privilege of getting the owners of 
money to pay $26,000 a year in taxes. They found 
they were paying out $4,120,000 a year to save 
$26,000 a year, a most extraordinary example of 
penny wise and pound foolish. 

This same thing is being repeated in Missouri! 
teday. The mortgage indebtedness on the real 
estate of Missouri, according to the last census, 
is $317,000,000, and considerably less than 1 per 
cent of it is reached by the tax assessor. Now 
it is as certain as any axiom in arithmetic that 
if we abolish the tax on mortgages the average 
interest rate will fall at least 1 per cent through- 
out the State. In other words, at the present time 
the owners.of real estate who have borrowed 
money on it are paying at least 1 per cent a year 
extra interest, and perhaps more, on the entire 
mortgage indebtedness of $317,000,000, or $3,170,- 
000 a year, while the State is receiving in taxes 
therefrom only the beggarly sum of about $30,000 
a year. 

Therefore, I say it would be vastly more profit- 
able for lard owners of Missouri to pay this beg- 
garly $30,000 a year out of their own pockets 
by a direct tax on the land. They would save 
fully $100 indirectly for every. $1 they paid in 
increased tax on that particular item toward the 
mortgage tax. WILLIAM PRESTON HILL.

But lack 
of a line on the nags and the condition of 
the track prevented them dipping deeply 
into speculation. 

The track at Maxweliton is unusual for a 
mile course. It ia elliptical in shape and 
has neither a stretch nor a back-stretch.

or so. In the closing hour, however, 
trading suddenly developed renewed ac- 
tivity, and in a comparatively few 
minutes all of the earlier losses had 
been recovered.

Days’ News Negative. 

“There was not much of novelty in 
the day’s news announcements, In 
the absence of anything very strik- 
ing, the Stock Exchange shook its 
head, while prices were going down, 
over the absence of the desired hot 
weather in the corn belt.
